2. (Currendy Amended) An aqueous carpet cleaning composition according to claim 1 
wherein the terpene hydrocarbon solvent is an organic, low volatility solvent produced from citrus oil extract 

3. (Currently Amended) A n aqueous carpet cleaning conq)Osition according to claim 1 wherein the 
terpene hydrocarbon solvent conq>rises d-limonene. 

4. (Currently Amended) An aqueous carpet cleaning conqH>sition accordtng to claim 3 wherein the d- 
limor^e concentration is b e twe e n abou t greater than about 0. 1 wt. % a nd Ipgg tlmT^ r^r equal to about 5 wt. %. 

5. (Currently Amended) An aqueous carpet cleaning composition according to claim 4 wherein the 
d-limonene concentration is between about 0.5 and 2.0 wt. %. 

6. (Currently Amended) An aqueous carpet cleaning composition accordmg to claim 5 wherein the 
d-limonene concentration is about 0.5 wt. %, 

7. (Currentiy Amended) A n aqueous carpet cleaning composition according to claim 1 wherein the 
anti-soil component is a compoimd containing polysiloxane derivatives. 
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8. (Currently Amended) A n aqueous carpet cleaning connposition according to claim 1 wherein the 
anti-soil component is an aciylate copolymer. 

9. (Currently Amended) An aqueous carpet cleaning composition according to claim 1 wherein the 
anti-soil component concentration is between about 3 and 7 wt. %. 

10. (Currently Amended) A n aqueous caipet cleaning composition according to claim 9 wherein the 
anti-soil component concentration is about 5 wt. %. 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) A n aqueous carpet cleaning composition according to claim 1 wherein the 
anti-stain component is a confound containing an acrylate resin. 

12. (Currently Amended) A n aqueous carpet cleaning composition according to claim I wherein the 
anti-stain component concentration is between about 4 and 10 wt. %* 

13. (Currently Amended) An aqueous caipet cleaning composition according to claim 12 wherein 
the anti-stain conqponent concentration is about 8 wt. %. 

14. (Currently Amended) An aqueous carpet cleaning composition according to claim 1 wherein the 
one or more surfactants further c omprises at least one ef-fl^-anionic and a nonionie - s urfactant. 

15. (Currently Amended) Anaaueous caipet cleaning composition according to claim 14 wherein 
the at least o ne or mor cn onionic surfactants con^)rises a linear primary alcohol ethoxylate. 

16. (Currently Amended) An aqueous carpet cleaning composition according to claim 15 wherein 
the at least o ne of mor c nonionic surfactants further comprises a blend of two alkoxylated lineal alcohols. 

17. (Currently Amended) A n aoueoiis caipet cleaning composition according to claim 16 wherein the 
at least o ne or more anionic surfactan ts furthei conprises an alkyl naphthalene soditun sulfonate. 

18. (Currently Amended) A n aqueous caipet cleaning con^sition according to claim 1 wherein the 
one or nK>re surfactants concentration is between about 4 -5.5 a nd 7 wt. % . 

19. (Cunently Amended) A n aqueous caipet cleaning composition according to claim 18 wherein 
the one or more surfactants concentration is about 5.5 wt. %.

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21 . (Currently Amended) An aqueous carpet cleaning composition according to claim 29-Lwlierein 
the pH in the carpet cleaning composidon is maintained at about 9.0. 

22. (Currently Amended) An aqueous carpet cleaning composition according to claim 20-JLwherein 
the pH adjusting agent is an alkali metal hydroxide. 

23. (Currently Amended) An aqueous carpet cleaning compoaitioo according to claim 26-l,wlierein 
the pH adjusting agent concentration is between about 1 and 6 wt 

24. (Currently Amended) A n aqueous carpet cleaning composition according to claim 29-23.wherein 
the pH adjusting agent concentration is between about 1 and 2 wt. %. 

25. (Cucrently Anoended) A n aqueous carpet cleaning composition according to claim 1 and further 
comprising an anti-foam agent 

26. (Currently Amended) An aqueous carpet cleaning composition according to claim 25 wherein the 
anti-foam agent concentration is between about 0.01 and 0.10 wt. %. 

27. (Currently Amended) A n aqueous carpet cleaning composition accordinig to claim 1 wherein the 
water concentration is between about 70 and 85 wt. %. 

28. (Cuxrentiy Amended) An aqueous carpet cleaning composition comprising: 

0.5 to 2.0 % by weight a terpene hydrocarbon solvent that also functions as a fragrance; 
4.0 to 7.0 % by weight one or more surfactant s comprising at least one nonionic surfactant in 
an amount sufficient to stabilize the terpene hydrocarbon solvent : 

3.0 to 5.0 % by weight an anti-soil component; 
4.0 to 10.0 % by weight an anti-stain con^nent; «ad 
70 to 85 % by weight wate r: and 

a pH adjusting apent to maintain a pH of the aqueous carpet cleaning compo sition between about 
8.5 and 9.5 to stabilize die caroet cleaning composition so that the terpene hydroca rbon solvent the one or more 
surfactants, the anti-soil component, and the anti-stain conyonent remain in solution .

30. (Currently Amended) An aqueous carpet cleaning composition according to claim 2{^28.and 
further comprising 0.01 to O^ItO % by weight an anti-foam agent. 
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3 1 . (Currently Amended) A n aqueous carpet cleaning composition according to claim 28 wherein the 
terpene hydrocarbon solvent is d-limonene. 

32. (Currently Amended) An aqueous caxpet cleaning conq>osition according to claim 28 wherein the 
terpene hydrocarbon solvent concentration is about 0 ,5 % by weight, the one or more surfactants concentration is 
about 5 .5 % by weigh t with the concentration of the at least one nonionic surfactant at about 0.5 wt. % . the anti- 
soil con^onent concentration is about 5.0 % by weight, and t he anti-stain cosqsonent concentration is.aboiiL8.0 % 
by weigh t, and tho water ooncontmtiQn io 79.15 % by w e ight . 

33. (New) An aqueous carpet cleaning conqposttion according to claim 1 wherein the at least one 
nonionic surfactant concentration is between about 1 and 3 wt. %. 

34. (New) An aqueous carpet cleaning composition according to claim 33 wherein the at least one 
nonionic surfactant concentration is between about 2 and 2.5 wt. %. 

35. (New) An aqueous caipet cleaning composition according to claim 14 wherein the at least one 
anionic surfactant concentration is between about 1 and 4.5 wt. %. 

36. (New) An aqueous carpet cleaning composition according to claim 3S wherein the at least one 
anionic surfactant concentration Is about 3 wt. %. 

37. (New) An aqueous carpet cleaning composition according to claun 17 wherein the ethoxylated 
alcohol concentration is about 0.5 wt. %. 

38. (New) An aqueous carpet cleanmg composition accordmg to claim 37 wherein the blend of two 
alkoxylated lineal alcohols concentration is about 2.0 wt. %. 

39. (New) An aqueous caipet cleaning composition according to claim 38 wherein the alkyl 
naphthalene sodium sulfonate concentration is about 3.0 wt. 

40. (New) An aqueous carpet cleaning composition according to claim 1 wherein the at least one 
nonionic surfactant comprises a linear primary alcohol ethoxytate. 

41. (New) An aqueous carpet cleaning composition according to claim 40 wherein the at least one 
nonionic surfactant further comprises an alkoxylated lineal alcohol. 
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42. (New) An aqueous carpet cleaning con^osition according to claim 1 wherein the nonionic 
surfactant comprises an ethoxylated alc4^ol with a carbon chain with 11 carbon atoms and 5 ethylene oxide 



groups. 
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
